More  than  any  other  critic  of  Pinter,  Gale  takes  the 
plays  for  what  they  are  and  describes  what  they  are 
about.

This  is  the  13th  volume  of  this  indispensable 
series.  Among  the  26  contributors  to  the  21  chapters 
of  ALS/L975  are  20  who  appeared  in  the  1974  volume. 
New  contributors  are  Donald  Stauffer  (Poe),  Marvin 
Fisher  and  Willis  Buckingham  (Whitman  and  Dickin¬ 
son),  Stuart  McDougal  (Pound  and  Eliot),  and 
Charles  Nilon  (black  literature).  The  chapter  on 
black  literature  is  new  this  year  and  replaces  the 
folklore  chapter  that  had  been  a  feature  of  AES  since 
the  second  year  of  publication.

Raymond  Gavins 

The  history  of  Southern  black  leaders  between  the 
death  of  Booker  T.  Washington  and  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr.,  has  been  neglected.  Their  thought  and 
strategy  in  that  age  of  total  segregation  have  been 
ignored.  Raymond  Gavins  discusses  the  motivations, 
roles,  strengths,  and  shortcomings  of  leaders  of  that 
period  by  focusing  in  depth  upon  one,  Gordon 
Blaine  Hancock,  who  was  probably  the  most  articu¬ 
late  and  popular  champion  of  his  race  in  Virginia  and 
much  of  the  South  for  more  than  a  quarter  century 
before  the  Brown  decision  of  1954. 

"Raymond  Gavins  moves  smoothly  through  a  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  early  years  of  the  twentieth  century, 
the  impact  of  the  depression,  the  rising  crescendo  of 
black  demands  during  World  War  Two,  and  the  last 
few  decades.  He  successfully  depicts  the  man 
Hancock  without  losing  sight  of  his  times.  The 
combination  of  interviews,  newspapers,  and  manu¬ 
scripts  gives  the  reader  views  of  this  century  rarely 
found  in  black  biographies.  Gavins  gives  some 
illuminating  glimpses  of  the  Richmond  black  com¬ 
munity  and  Virginia  Union  University,  one  of  the 
most  important  black  colleges  in  the  South  in  the 
early  part  of  the  twentieth  century.  For  the  most 
part,  Gavins  is  traversing  untrod  ground.  Hancock's 
views  on  everything  from  theology  to  interracial  sex 
are  compared  and  contrasted  with  those  of  his  black 
and  white  contermporaries.  As  a  result,  Gavins  is  the 
quintessential  intellectual  historian.  A  minister  who 
believed  in  the  'institutional  church,'  an  early  ad¬ 
vocate  of  economic  self-help,  and  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Southern  Regional  Council,  Hancock 
was  an  exemplar  of  black  thought  in  this  century. 
The  problems  he  analyzed  are  so  endemic  that 
Gavins's  biography  has  a  currency  rarely  found  in 
scholarly  studies."

The  Royal  College  of  San  Carlos 

Surgery  and  Spanish  Medical  Reform  in  the 
Late  Eighteenth  Century 

Michael  E.  Burke 

The  Royal  College  of  San  Carlos,  a  surgical  college 
founded  in  Madrid  in  1787,  marked  the  culmination 
of  decades  of  reform  in  Spanish  medical  education. 
The  school's  curriculum,  its  emphasis  on  anatomy 
and  clinical  training,  insured  that,  for  a  time,  its 


graduates  were  as  well  educated  as  any  in  Europe. 
At  the  same  time,  the  history  of  San  Carlos  exempli¬ 
fies  the  objectives,  progress,  and  dilemmas  of  all 
attempts  at  reform  in  eighteenth-century  Spain. 

Professor  Burke  integrates  his  study  of  the  reform 
of  medical  education,  as  exemplified  by  the  found¬ 
ing  of  San  Carlos,  with  the  broader  issues  of  the 
Spanish  Enlightenment.  He  describes  the  objectives 
and  institutions  of  reform,  as  well  as  the  existing 
practice  and  structure  of  the  medical  profession, 
examines  the  reform  of  medical  education  in  uni¬ 
versities  and  hospitals,  places  such  reform  in  a  broad 
European  context,  and  relates  the  complex  interplay 
of  politics,  ideas,  and  concerns  of  status  that  cul¬ 
minated  in  the  founding  of  theCollegeof  San  Carlos. 
The  author  concludes  by  analyzing  the  college's 
curriculum,  faculty,  and  administration,  with  special 
emphasis  on  its  evolution  from  a  single  institution 
noted  for  its  innovation  to  an  arm  of  government, 
setting  standards  for  an  entire  nation.

"The  authors  present  important  information  re¬ 
garding  the  social  and  political  backgrounds  of 
members  of  Parliament  and  their  ambitions.  The 
members'  activities  are  painstakingly  analyzed, 
including  participation  in  debates,  work  on  com¬ 
mittees,  and  raising  of  parliamentary  questions. 
Much  of  the  material  was  obtained  through  lengthy, 
structured  interviews  among  the  Canadian  legis¬ 
lators  and  subjected  to  sophisticated  analysis.  Thus 
the  book  will  be  welcomed  by  political  scientists 
not  only  because  the  findings  will  be  compared  to 
what  we  know  of  other  parliamentary  bodies,  but 
also  because  of  the  methodology  employed  which 
will  be  noted  with  interest  by  all  students  of  com¬ 
parative  legislatures  .  .  .

The  conduct  of  British  foreign  policy  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  involved  both  the 
political  institutions  of  the  state  and  the  administra¬ 
tive  machinery  of  the  emerging  civil  service  at  the 
Foreign  Office.  In  this  volume  Professor  Middleton 
traces  the  involvement  of  politicians,  including  the 
monarch,  and  bureaucrats  in  formulating  and  ad¬ 
ministering  Britain's  foreign  policy  between  1782 
and  1846. 

The  book's  central  issues  involve  two  themes: 
first,  the  impact  of  the  social  and  political  con¬ 
sequences  of  the  industrial  revolution  on  the  con¬ 
stitutional  role  of  the  king  and  the  cabinet  in  deter¬ 
mining  foreign  policy.  Middleton's  discussion  of 
this,  based  on  the  papers  of  cabinet  ministers  and 
the  sovereigns  of  the  period,  shows  the  rising 
authority  of  cabinet  politicians  and  the  growing 
limitation  on  royal  responsibility  for  determining 
policy.  The  increasing  authority  of  the  foreign  secre¬ 
tary  was  especially  crucial,  both  in  suggesting  al¬ 
ternative  policies  and  in  implementing  policies  once 
they  were  established.  Middleton  deals  also  with  the 
emergence  of  the  civil  service  in  the  Foreign  Office. 
For  the  first  time  the  organization  of  the  Foreign 
Office,  as  well  as  that  of  the  diplomatic  and  consular 
services,  is  traced  through  its  many  phases. 

This  is  an  administrative  history  in  the  broadest 
sense  of  the  term,  a  history  concerned  with  the 
organization  of  the  machinery  of  diplomacy  and  with 
the  men  who  operated  it.  The  period  involved  was 
one  of  great  constitutional  and  political  develop¬ 
ment.  The  development  of  political  parties,  the 
modernization  of  the  cabinet,  and  the  creation  of 
new  loci  of  power  in  British  society  and  politics 
required  alteration  in  the  nature  ^nd  theory  of 
government  and  administration.  In  the  area  of  for¬ 
eign  affairs  administration  all  these  trends  had  an 
impact  which  lends  unity  to  the  apparent  diversity 
of  the  institutions  involved.

Written  for  the  layman  and  non-medical  pro¬ 
fessional  in  an  open,  direct  style,  Child  Safety  Is  No 
Accident  is  a  basic,  indispensable  reference  book  for 
parents,  teachers,  day-care  workers,  camp  person¬ 
nel,  and  other  non-medical  professionals  responsi¬ 
ble  for  child  safety.  The  information  is  arranged  so 
that  it  can  be  quickly  obtained  in  an  emergency,  and 
practical,  specific  first-aid  techniques  are  discussed 
in  detail. 

In  addition,  the  authors  have  provided  a  valuable 
guide  for  the  all-round  care  and  rearing  of  children. 
Probably  the  book's  most  important  contribution  is 
its  program  for  the  development  of  a  family  life  style 
that  can  help  insure  safety  for  children  in  all  envi¬ 
ronments.  The  authors  point  out  that  children  are 
born  naturally  equipped  to  learn  about  the  world 
around  them.  By  merely  child-proofing  the  home 
against  accidents,  the  parent  takes  a  short-term, 
negative  approach.  Homes  need  to  be  child- 
oriented:  if  a  child  has  decided  he  wants  to  do  some¬ 
thing  for  himself,  the  parent  should  seek  ways  to 
enable  the  child  to  do  so  in  a  safe  manner.  "Child- 
orienting  is  an  attitude,  a  perpetual  use  of  the  envi¬ 
ronment,  not  a  single  adjustment  from  the  child's 
point  of  view."  Since  the  parent  is  the  child's  first 
teacher,  learning  processes  and  educational  experi¬ 
ences  can  be  best  developed  in  the  home.  A  child- 
oriented  home  provides  the  maximum  opportunity 
for  the  child  to  develop  good  health  and  safety  habits 
so  that  he  can  reach  his  full  potential  in  spite  of  the 
countless  hazards  surrounding  him. 

The  authors  challenge  parents  and  teachers  to  re¬ 
ject  behavior  that  trusts  to  luck;  they  challenge  par¬ 
ents  to  make  special  efforts  for  safe  living  based  on 
knowledge  of  their  children  and  their  environment. 
Accident  prevention  is  discussed  in  the  context  of 
today's  ever-changing  environment  with  its  rapid 
technological  changes.  Daily,  children  are  now  con¬ 
fronted  with  challenges  which  their  parents  never 
faced.

The  Social  and  Educational  Thought 
of  Harold  Rugg 

Peter  F.  Carbone,  lr. 

It  is  surprising  that,  although  Harold  Rugg  was  one 
of  the  most  influential  of  the  social  reconstruction¬ 
ists  (a  group  of  professor-reformers  within  the 
progressive  education  movement,  who  sought  to 
utilize  the  school  as  an  agent  of  social  change),  this 
is  the  first  full-length  study  published  of  his  work. 
Rugg's  career  reflected  most  of  the  developments 
that  took  place  in  American  education  during  his 
lifetime.  He  was  involved  in  pioneering  attempts  to 
apply  the  quantitative  methods  of  science  to  edu¬ 
cational  problems;  he  worked  with  the  popular 
"child-centered"  approach  to  teaching;  during  the 
1930s  Rugg  was  a  leading  spokesman  for  the  recon¬ 
structionist  point  of  view;  in  1947  he  published 
Foundations  for  American  Education,  still  the  most 
comprehensive  treatment  of  the  subject;  and  in  the 
1950s  Rugg  was  in  the  front  rank  of  researchers 
searching  for  the  secrets  of  the  creative  process. 

Harold  Rugg  generated  considerable  controversy, 
both  within  the  progressive  education  movement 
and  among  the  general  public.  His  social  science 
textbook  series,  warmly  received  when  first  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  1930s,  had  been  labeled  "subversive" 
by  1940  and  removed  from  school  bookshelves.  The 
result  was  one  of  the  stormiest  censorship  cases  in 
the  history  of  American  education  and  still  an 
instructive  case  study  of  censorship  in  education. 

Peter  Carbone's  primary  objective  is  to  deal 
critically  with  Rugg's  work  from  a  philosophical  per¬ 
spective,  using  methods  of  analysis  developed  in 
recent  analytic  philosophy.  The  book  also  relates 
Rugg's  career  to  recent  social  and  intellectual 
history.  Although  Rugg's  thinking  remained  essen¬ 
tially  consistent  over  the  years,  certain  shifts  in 
emphasis  can  be  discerned,  and  these  are  examined 
against  the  background  of  changing  social  and  cultural 
conditions.  Professor  Carbone  appraises  Rugg's 
thinking  from  a  contemporary  perspectve  and 
evaluates  the  usefulness  of  Rugg's  ideas  for  the  edu¬ 
cational  concerns  of  the  present  day.
